leaders.

had voted for the original bill to prevent

"CROP IN ALBERTA! | 


One Farmer ‘Estimates It as 
High as 200,000,000 
Bushels.. . 


An outstanding crop year -has just 
been passed by the Dominion of Canada, 
which, with.a smaller sown acreage than 
that of the previous: year, has ‘produced 
a uniformly greater crop.than even the 
record one, of 1922." Its most notewor- 
thy feature is the phenomenal grain pro- 
duction of the Province of Alberta, 
which has broken all records. ; 

The yield of Alberta is estimated to 
be 157,467,000 bushels by the Dominion 
Government, as against 6£,973,000° bush- 
els last year, though local - authorities 
are inclined to place -it even higher. 
This would give the province for the 
season an average production of 26.50 
bushels to the acre, as against 11.25 last 
year. The Government estimate of the 
production f ‘vats is 90,005,000 bushels, 
as against 35,519,000-in 1922, an average 
for the present year of 48.75 ‘bushels -to 
the acre. The barley yield estimated 
to be 13,423,000 bushels, as. against 

6,238,000 bushels, an average this year of 
35 bushels’ to the acre. 

Since. the publication .of the Govern- 
ment’s figures, estimates of Alberta's 
wheat crop have taken a jump as thrash-: 
ing returns continue to pour in., George 
Lane, one of the most extensive farmers 
in the province, who gave a preliminary 
estimate of 150,000,000 bushels, has now 
increased his figures to 200,000,000. John 
I. McFarland, President a General 
Manager, of the Alberta ic: Grain 
Company, estimates the total at heteveen 
175,000,000 and 200,000,000 bushels. 

Both Mr. Lane and Mr. McFerland 
figure that the average ‘wheat yield will 
be at least 35 bushels to the acre, as 
against the previous best average oi 
31.80 bushels in 1915, which set a world’s 
record which has endured to this year. 
The Alberta Government aiso announces 
that its early estimates were too con- 
“servative. It is practically certain that 
coarse grains will. also set new’ world 
figures for average production. 

‘There is no doubt that this year in all 
respects Alberta has achieved not. only 
a record wield for the province, but a 
remarkable one in agricultural annals,’’ 
states an agricultural bulletin of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. “This not 
alone in.the aggregate crop, but in the 
acreage average and general uniformity. 
Wheat weighing over 60 pounds to the 
bushel has been reported from all parts 
of the province, while there are frequent 
occurrences of oats weighing more than 
49 pounds to the bushel and barley 50 
pounds to the bushel.

Shenandgah Will Fly 5,338 
Miles to Alaska for 
the Start. 


ZR-3 TO BE RESERVE SHIP | = 
Denby Hopes an Arctic Trade Route 


From Britain to Japan Will 
" Be Found. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec!. 25.—Secretary 
‘Denby. today made public,-pians .which 
he has approved in detail for the ex- 
ploration of the north pole region by 
naval aircraft next Summer. 

These plans call for the most exten- 
sive scientific examination and ‘chart- 
ing of the Arctic region ever. under- 
taken. The naval officers in charge 
will be ordered. first to explore the 
unknown area of -more than - 1,000,000 
square miles between Alaska and the 
North Pole. They will also be directed 
to \report ‘on the practicability.of a 
trans polar air route. 

r the execution of this mission the 
expedition will use the naval dirigible 
Shénandoah, .now stationed at Lake- 
hurst, two-naval vessels: with mooring 
rhasts and six. airplanes. Other moor- 
ing ‘masts to serve. as. anchorages for 
the Sheliandoah are to be erected ulti- 
mately. 

The navy will bend every energy to- 
ward the movement’ of men and ma- 
terial to Alaska and Spitzbergen, which 
flank the east and west sides of the 
Pole, so as to havé the actual explora- 
tory work begin as early‘ as. possible 
in the Summer. June, July and Au- 
gust are the months. diring which the 
greater part of the exploration -will. be 
conducted, 

Nearly a fourth of the Northern Hemi- 
ephere will be embraced in the carefully 
worked-out™ plans of the Navy Depart- 
ment. One ‘vessel; equipped with moor- 
ing masts, will proceed to Nome and 
the other ‘to Spitzbergen. Each _Vessel 
will have three airplanes. 


Nome to be the Chief Base. 


The main base of operations should be 
Nome, to which place the Shenandoah 
is to fly under~her own power from 
Lakehurst. The route from Lakehurst 
to the Alaskan base will be via Fort 
Worth, Texas, San’ Diego, Cal., and 
Puget Sound. .The distance from Lake- 
hurst to Nome over this course: is 5,338 
miles, * 

The distance from Nome to the Pole 
is ean additiona] 1,560 miles, so that if 
the Sheriandvah’ succeeds ‘in goirig-to the 
Pole it must cover 6,898 miles. If the 
great dirigible goes to the Pole and back 
to Nome, the distance ‘covéred from 
Lakehurst will be’8,458 miles. 

The data made public by Secretary 
Denby shows the edre and thoroughness 
with which the’ department, under au- 
thority granted’ by President Coolidge, 
ts. planning the details. of the. expedi- 
tion, “Since Dec.°3 a spécial ‘board, 
headed by Rear Admiral Moffett, Chief 
of ‘the Bureau. of Naval Aeronautics, 
has been preparing plans for the 'ex- 
ploration. The preliminary. report of 
the Moffett board; ‘as approved by “Sec- 
retary Denby, states that the béard con- 
siders that, with the ships, the Shenan-, 
doah and the airplanes, equipped as rec- 
ommended and provided in ample time, 
“the Arctic expioration is feasible and 
practicable during the Summer of 1924 
without undue risk of — or ma- 
terial.” 

Secretary -Denby said in @ prepared 
statement tonight that if the navy can 
establish. exact knowledge as to the 
theories and beliefs of scientists that 
an unexplored continent exists ‘in the 
North Polar region and that commer- 
cial air routes over the Arctic are prac- 
ticable,. “it ‘will ‘have rendered a real 
service to the cause of world progress.’’ 


Precedents et Naval Explorers. 
“An expedition such ae is planned,”
